^ TOU iUfD THBY'? 
One of the most comfortinigr things 
al)0ut life is the many opportunities 
it ciffers for fresh beiginnings. People 
used to say that life was like a copy- 
beck: no matter how badly written 
or blotted the finished page is, the 
new one was always white and clean. 
That is no-t quite the whole story, 
Jbowever. Yesterday certainly has a 
great influence on today. Its defeats 
anil partial failures are handicaps to- 
Myi tt^. accomi^ishments are the 
iMtsia for all future ones. Though the 
carry-over of failure may be distress- 
ing, it is a necessary concomitant of 
the carry-over of success; and despite 
Idle unhappiness they may cause, it 
is surprising how good for us failures 
often are. Falling short of our de- 
sires Of ideals makes us s^dy our- 
selves, our purposes, and our actions, 
to see where they are strong and 
wbfflre weak and how we can improve 
4toa. (kne of the coimaonest weak- 
nesses is the basis of our relations 
with other people; we are guided 
either too mu«h or too little by others' 
opinions. * 

People's opinioiis are expressed in 
several different ways. The most po- 
tent, perhaps, is fashion— "what is 
being done." In very many matijers 
fashion is a fairly adequate crite- 
rion, but even in such rdatively un-

"Spring Came on 
Forever*' covers a lot of ground and 
the result is sometime.5 an unfortu- 
nate compressdon. ^ Parts of the 
story read like a synopsis and man^ 
of her character emerge merely in 
outline. It is interesting to compare 
this book with "Old Jules'", Mari 
Sandoz* biography one of %he 
early settlers in Nebraska. Mrs. Al- 
drich has a rather oppressive opti- 
mism, a quality which endears her to 
readers who like their realism touch- 
ed up with lavender and bit of old 
lace.

The death of Dr. Adelaide Steele 
Baylor in Washington, D. G., oi^ De- 
cember 18 is a loss not only to home 
ecimomics, but to tl^ whole ^eld of 
American education.

In the February issue of "Practi- 
cal Home Economics" Madeline L. 
Crowell tells how character building 
may be made a definite part of any 
school curriculum, and how it may-es- 
pecially become a leading factor in 
home economics education^ Her im- 
plications in this direc1»on are as 
follows: 

"If our interpreta^n of character 
building rests on the aasuniption tliat 
we develop chiller traits through 
fulfilling our obligations in the fam- 
ily group and in society, then the 
present home economics program of- 
fers a most excellent opportunity for 
such development. With the addi- 
tion \of such phasi^s of home making 
education as preparation for mar- 
riage and parenthood, this program 
includes the background of expe- 
riences involving the most of the hu- 
man relationships ' of lipninAl family 
life. 

Oiir home making program of the 
past has dMlt chiefly with the me- 
chanics of the household. Only today 
are we aroused to the need of the 
emotional and functional side of fam- 
ily life because we are faced with the 
evidence and results of the break- 
down of family life. We now realize 
the need for overcoming emotional 
instability and delinquency of both 
adults and children." 

As teachers and educators, are you 
prepared to meet l^is ehidlenge As 
your job? Are you able to com- 
pletely understand these responsibil- 
ities, and are you ready, both physi- 
cally and mehtaQy, to , fulfil theM 
obligations to th« family and 80ei«-

Monopoly, the game which is 
sweeping the country today, was be- 
ing played in Mansfield more than 
twenty years ago, according to Dr. 
William R. Straughn, president of 
the college, who gives the details, 
which follow: 

In the fall of 1914, Dr. Scott W. 
Nearing, then instructor in econom- 
ics at the Wharton School of Finance, 
Philadelphia, devised a game which 
he named Real Estate. This he used 
in his classes to demonstrate the 
workings of great corporations and 
combines. During the Christmas hol- 
idays, several of Dr. Hearing's stu- 
dents introduced the game in Mans- 
field, where it beicame quite popular. 
Borne of the outfits have been pre- 
served to date. 

When Monopoly first made its ap- 
pearance last spring, Dr. Straughn 
and other Mansfield people recog- 
nized it immediately as Real Estate 
under another name. Excepting a few 
minor variations, the two gapaes are 
identical.

School Girls and Coemetics 
Whatever other generations may 
have felt-or still feel--aboat the use 
of cosmetics by young girls, there is 
no overlooking the fact that the girls 
do use them. Moreover, most of them 
select their own, making this group 
of commodities a convenient subject, 
for A, study in consumer purcliasing. 
It tiso offers several other special 
advantages for this purpose. There 
are many competing kinds on the 
market; the advertising, packaging, 
and otiier sales methods often illus- 
trate particularly significant points; 
and the range of selling prices and 
the relation of price to cost of ingre- 
dients are someitimes too striking to 
be ignored. Just now it happens to 
lead naturally to the ^bj^t of legis- 
lation for the protection of consum- 
ers. 

Interesting in this connection are 
figures collected last spring by means 
of questionnaires sent to 400 ninth 
grade girls in the State of Washingi* 
ton. Of the 400 only two reported 
that they used no cosmetics of any 

{/ kind. The proportion of the 400 who 
rq^rted using preparations for dif- 
ferent purposes were as follows: 
face powder, 86%; lipsUck, 74.6%; 
creams, 71^%; lotions, 69.6%; rouge, 
G^5% eyelash paint, 21.9%.

To Give Concert 



A local man, who has won fame in

A scientific and fascinating stiJy 
f ir^fant development is ah appro- 
priate subject for the week-end of 
the SAooI I^ir. ••Life Begins" is the 
tory of babyhood; it depicts the nor- 
mal baby's development during the 
first year of existence. On the screen 
the babies grow from sti^ to stage

telligence. 

The film, produced by the Yale 
University Clinic of Child Develop- 
ment, is the outgrowtii- of a quarter 
of a century of research on the part 
of the clinic and internationally 
known child psychologist. Dr. Gesell 
is convinved Hhat typical normal 
baby actiohs, if correctly understood 
and interpreted, are of the utmost 
importance to science in the care of 
children. This motion picture marks 
the first systematic attempt to record 
he behavior patterns of the human 
nf ant and to chart the course of nor- 
nal development. 

"Life Begins" has its setting in a 
unique nursery-laboratory installed 
at the Yale Clinic. In a specially de- 
signed photographic dome and a 
x-reened studio, the engaging young 
personalities carried on their daily 
activities while hidden caWras record- 
ed their every movement, and Dr. Ge- 
ell and his associates pursued their 
investigations. The parents of these 
babifes^were all torn in the United 
States. They are solid, intelligent 
people, neither rich nor poor. Dr. 
Gesell considers them as normative 
and representative of high^ -aVCTage 
living conditions;

tilSTORY OF THE SCHOOL FAIR 



--Tliia^ - t he four th .j^r ^ t^ School 
Fair, is tbe consummation of what 
formerly was merely a new project 
to stimulate parent interest in the 
Junior High School. In 1932, the 
Junior High Seho^ inaugurated the 
Fair idea with numerous features of 
pupil work in the fields of art, house- 
hold-training and handicraft to evoke 
parent interest. The spontaneous 
success induced the Training School 
under the direction of Dr. Retan and 
*the Seidor High Sdp»trttnd«r the 
sponsorship of Mr. Miller, to appro- 
priate the innovation and 1933 saw 
the combined int^ests of Mansfield's 
<^ucati(mal departments in estab- 
lishing a new and valuable tradition. 
The aim, however, assumed more sig- 
nificant proportions. Besides appeal- 
inig to parent interest, it attempted to 
arouse the superintendents and prin- 
cipals throughout the college district 
the importance and emiiienee of 
llNl^ield as an education center. 
Thia year, there was a repetition of 
the general ^hibits of school work. 

The third year of the fair abolished 
this repetitive aspect and set up a 
definite portion, of school work as a 
.feature, with a definite aim to be 
emphasized in all divisions ni the 
fair. "Hobbies" was chosen as the 
topic. As proof of the popularity and 
signijficanee that tiie Fafr had 
achieved, the County Superintendent 
joined in the organization and held 
the. county teachers meeting at Mans- 
field. 

This yeu> the Sehod Fair, featur- 
ing as its topic, Civic Education, 
looms larger and more important 
than ev^. All the educational de- 
partments in Mansfield are co-operat- 
ing in augmenting, improving, and 
perfecting the enterprise. The Fair 
this year will be incomparably the 
finest of all. It has assumed new 
proportions, acquired greater inter- 
, est vid its success is as indubtalde as 
the «pgparg«elihig Spring.

Sp00tk0r on Parent Education 
Mr. Ralph Brid^eman, president of 
the National Council of Education, 
pr<es!^ted the topic on March 5th in 
Strauirhn Hali on "PuMKng Prob- 
lems of Fathers and Mothers ~ a 
Challenge to Education." 

The raovement for the education of 
^fdiers and mothers has been a fast 
one for it is Mmous that the parents 
of today are in need of information 
concerning the solution of their busi- 
ness of "raising" children. Some of 
the problems facing present-day par- 
enthood are: 1. Bad movies; 2. Eco- 
nomic instability; -8. Influence of bad 
neighbor's children. The modern age 
of machinery has eliminated the time 
formerly apportioned to the charac- 
ter building istnd training of children. 

After considering the various prob- 
lems confronting the process of 
''bringing up" children it is necessary 
to think out "what we really want in 
our children?" Mr. Bridgeman em- 
phasized the personality phase of 
child training iand the following six 
factors were listed as desirable traits 
to be developed: 

1. Unashamed use of their intelli- 
gence. 

2. Expression o£ body feelings by 
physical exercise. 

3. Spontaneit of feeling. 

4. Progressive capacity to rule 
one's self.

Are they capable of fulfilling the 
duties and obligations required of in 
telligent citizens at the polls? Var- 
ious evid«ices show that an affirm- 
ative answer to this question would 
be open to discussion. The methods 
of the very first procedure, that of 
choosing and petitioning a candidate, 
invite criticism. ; -' 



THE OTHER SIDE 



Any individual can make a peti- 
tion for his particular pet, regard- 
less of this person's suitability or 
qualifications. Presumably, the peti- 
tion method was contrived to assume 
the n<»nination of a competent or ca- 
pable candidate. Not so hM»<^Jt is 
merely a formality. Anyone or ev- 

' eryone will sign a petition. Some 
slg^it because they and the candidate 
are members of the same clique, some 
because he is always good for a cig- 
arette. Others, who may realize the 
shortcomings of the candidate, might 
show a little hesitancy, but this is 
immediately dispelled by the presence 
of tile candidate's promoters. Logi- 
cally enough, those few hesitators do 
not want to risk becoming social out- 
casts. It is natural then, that the 
better bowler, athlete, aft<|r dinner 
speaker, or the gum or cigaret dis- 
penser be nominated. 

Some of the more vociferous com- 
plain of censorship or faculty inter- 
ference. What kind of organization 

-would our student council be williout 
supervision? How high would the 
caliber of our average student office- 
holder be if it weren't for this so- 
called interference? Of course, occa- 
sionally a competent perscm is elect- 
ed. The law of averages accounts 
for that. 

= If our student governmeA organi- 
zation is a preprartion for politics, in 
the lowest sense of the word, where 
voters are influenced by and succeed 
in electing rapacious demogogues, 
then it is a good initiation into these 
methods. On the other hand, if it is 
to be a training for intelligence in 
self-government and democratic prin 
ciple, these petitions, candidates and 
the whole procedure must be given a 
little serious consideration. 



An occasional murmur here and 
there from certain disgruntled people 
on the campus shows that these cer- 
tain disgruntled people 'crave a 
change" regarding rules . for which 
they can see no use. 

"Why can't we use the tennis 
courts on Sundky? Why can't the 
girls smoke? They do at other 
places." 

To bad, but Mansfield isn't one of 
those other places. Students are In 
Mansfield, primarily, in order that 
they may become certified in teach- 
ing. As teachers a huge majority 
will be employed in very small towns 
and rural districts. But rural life 
hasn't "changed" as much as certain 
people would brieve. The older and 
more influential people have practi- 
cally the same belief about certain 
things as they did several years ago, 
even though Uiey do desecrate the 
Sabbath to the extent of taking a 
ride in the family car. The student 
can't see that mental attitudes are 
like natural laws — are n atu r al l aws, 
fte doesn't see why he can do certain 
things in a large community, but can 
not in a small <me. In the same man- 
ner the small child seeing a balloon 
filled with 'helium sail in air, can't 
understand why a balloon filled with 
air from his lungs won't duplicate 
the feat. Or the same child won't un- 
derstand why some woods will float 
on water and sink in kerosene. It's 
because conditions are different. The 
wood will always float on water and 
sink in kerosene. 

The same cause in the same envi- 
ronment will always give the same 
result. Girl teacher smoking in a 
Methodist ©aaiifllinity loses job as 
long as the people won't tolerate that 
pleasure, pastime, or what have you. 
Girls smoking in North Hall. Mans- 
field graduates not wanted! Or at 
least they wouldn't be preferred as 
they are now. Let's keep up Mans- 
field's good name and drop issues 
which are better as they alrea dv 
stand. 



DOWN BEAT 



"Hi-de-hof Swing out ole' Boyl 
Don't you lay down on the job now!" 
Is this more like the thing you read- 
ers are looking for? Ah — poor me 
(or is it I)? So many criticisms be- 
cause this column in the last issue 
was so classical in its nature and 
dry. It appears as though you read- 
ers want to hear more about the 
music of the age that you are living 
in— JAZZ. Well, here goes and I 
hope I cain satisfy your yearnings 
this time. 

First of all, let's define JAZZ. 
Prior to a year or so ago, any clap- 
trapf music that came over the air 
waves was jazz. All the dance mu- 
sic that you hear on your radio is 
NOT jazz. Some of it is just plain 
noise. (Not due to bad tubes or 
faulty set.) The music of Gershwin, 
Bloom, Cole Porter and Duke Elling- 
ton very ahfy «cemplify modern jazz 
itB trtle manner. Many musicians 
do not recognize this kind of music 
becau^ it has not lived a long enough 
life. Far be it from me, a mere no-^ 
vice of music, to voice my opinion on 
the subject of jazz, but let me quote 
men . and musical periodicals to the 
effect that jazz has come to stay. 

The Etude Musical Magazine, a 
national publication, now devotes 
articles to Jazz. The School .Bfusi- 
ciun Magazine, also a national publi- 
cation, has devoted a whole page to 
High School Dance Bands. Dr. Frank 
Simpn in an interview with a report- 
er for the School Musician Magazine 
said: "It is as much a sin to scoff at 
the works of Gershwinn and Porter 
as it is to jazz Bach and Beethoven. 
Each wrote for specific purposes and 
in my mind they all did a good job 
of itw'ti^wi fcsp the lasf ^ ^ars Theo- 
dore Jacobs of Elgin, 111., has been 
chosen National Clarinet Champion 
and he attributes much of his ability 
to his dance band experience. 

Next you may ask — Should or 
should not modern music (the jazz 
I described above) be taught in the 
public schools when the children are 
ready for it? The best way I can 
answer that is to conduct an inter- 
view .similar to Questions Aired. 
There is still one hitch. If I inter- 
view a Jazz-addict and he or she says 
it should, you will say "It isn't fair" 
and I ask a person who doesn't under- 
stand and who has never played Jazz 
it would still be unfair. So now 1 
leave my desk and try to find some 
members of the music faculty and 
some senor music sups and get their 
idea on the subject. . ■ 



FLASH, FLASH. Here are the 

results of my visit through Alumni 
Hall about 8:15 on Friday mornings 
The first one I saw and interviewed 
was Mrs. Grace E. Steadman, Dean 
of Music. Here is the question I asked 



her: "Do you think that modern 
music OimU be taught in the schools 
when and if the pupil is ready for 
it?." Here is her answer: "I believe 
in teaching modern music when and 
if the pupils are ready for it. I do'lBMrf; 
mean the Jazz that most of the dance 
bands play. There is a phase of 
music c^ing up and we must make 
our children familiar with it. I be- 
lieve in teaching the works or Stra- 
vinsky and Ravel. I am not too much 
in favor of Gershwin's wor)c. His 
"Rhapsody in Blue" is very fine, but 
some of his other works are not. 
This new trend of music is claiming 
so much attendtion that we give a 
special course in it during our Sum- 
mer Session. Of course, to understand 
this type of music you must be well 
grounded in the Old Masters." 

Next I saw Miss Brooks, and ask- 
ed her the same question and h^re 
is her answer: ** Yes. It can easily 
be correlated with their regular work. 
After all, modern music is the music 
of the ages in which they live. It is 
the music that surrounds them; they 
hear it everywhere they go. Right 
now they are studying music written 
two ages ago." i ^ 

Mr. Myers was tke next person I 
saw and confronted him with the 
same question, and here was his an*- 
swer: "It can't be done. You can't 
build a music course around Stephen 
Foster, Ethelbert Nevin or Carrie 
Jacobs Bond. Neither can you build 
a course around Ravel, Gershwin or 
Eloom. These writers use the same 
fundamental chords that you use but 
the big catch is in the WAY or MAN- 
NER in which they use them. Fur- 
tJiermore, I don't ciUl-^e music mod- 
ern. I call it advanced. Really it is 
ahead of the people. It may come 
sometime, but at present it is too ad- 
vanced." 

About 10:00 I went to take a lesson 
and on ray way to Straughn Hall I 
asked the same question of >Mrs. 
Hartman. Her answer is as follows: 
"Much of this question rests in the 
Music Supervisor himself. If he is 
versatile he will teadt ail the good 
music of both the classic writers and 
the modern writers. I do not believe 
that it should be presented before the 
pupils are ready for it. It is time 
enough when the pupils (provided the 
music supervisor is well versed) will 
begin asking questions concerning 
this new kind of music."

Education and^the Consumer 
Mr. Matthews, a representative of 
consumers' research, spoke in 
Straugn Hall, March 21, 1936, on 
"Educating the Consumer." 

Mr. Matthews has recently writ- 
ten a book, "Guinea Pigs No More," 
a supplement to the book, a "Hun- 
dred Million Guinea Pigs," which is a 
consumer's guide of products. 

We as consumers have reached the 
stage where we do not know whether 
we are being educated or «old. There 
' was a time when the magazine ar- 
ticles published were for our enlight- 
enment, but now we look for the 
salesmanship motive. This was the 
main theme of his talk and the rest 
was a series of examples. which jgo t6 
prove that we are being sold rather 
than educated. 

In a recent McCall's magazine a'p. 
pears an enthusiastic article on 
"Hands" and on tiie opposite page is 
an advertisement of Cutex nail pol- 
ish. In this article on hands also 
appears the desirability of not only 
painting the finger nails, but also l^e 
toe n^ils. The article goes on to say 
what a great deal of personal satis- 
faction is derived from having the 
toe nails beautified. Likewise in the 
Cutex ad a suggestion is made to use 
their products for toes. 

Some of the higher type magazines, 
such as Atlantic Monthly, have gone 
in for advertising not to educate the 
reader, but solely for the purpose of 
selling a certain product. The above 
mentioned magazine has sponsored a 
series of articles on General Motors 
during the course of a year.

Coach Marvin 
Retaliates On 
Athletic Criticism 



A representative of the Flashlight 
Board has asked me to make a con« 
tribution to this issue. - ™ 

In view of recfflt criticism of the 
athletic teams and policies of the 
colldl^e — I am taking this opportun- 
ity to prescoit another side of ^e 
picture to the student body through 
the medium of the Flashlight. 

In the eleven years of my expe- 
rieiice ax Manc^eld^ as^l^KI^iir Di- 
rector I have seen every extreme 
from championship teams to athletic 
teams that could not win a game 
against the weak^t kind of competi- 
tion. This situation is no different 
from that which has existed in many 
othiir coU^;es throughout the coun- 
try — all schools and colleges have 
their ups and downs in the athletic 
world. Until this year Dartmouth 
n^er <d«f eated Yijde in footibaU. de- 
spite the fact that Dartmouth often 
had suy^ior teams. Cornell was un- 
able to eke out a single yictory dur- 
ing the past season. The Icng los- 
ing streaks of Knox and Hobart col- 
leges received national puUteity. I 
am referring to football because this 
sport is considered the outstanding 
college game, since it involves a 
greater number of players, is highly 
organized and, by the vmry nature of 
the game, i^acts larger crowds. 

The same may J>e said of other 
sports, but less publicity is given to 
jhem. Were a survey to be n»de of 
the state teachers colleges in Penn- 
sylvania and accurate records of re- 
sults of various athletic contests for 
the pMt ten ^ears compUed and niade 
available Mansfield's rating ' would 
compare favorably with man y other 
teachers' colleges in Pennsylvania. 

It is inevitable that after a pro- 
longed period of defeats in any one 
branch of athletics a student body 
will become restless and critical of 
every<me eomeeted with the sport 
For this very reason I should like to 
express certain opinions and condi* 
tions that ^ I have observed which 
might enlighten those who are most 
critical when Mansfield's athletic 
leams are defeated. 

1. Most of the schooliB thsit we have 
atldlitiii& relations with have curricur 
la in special fields that naturally at- 
tract a type of athlete who is better 
grounded in the fundamentals of all 
branches of athletics. I refer to the 
colleges offering the special curricu- 
lum in Healtii Education. Atldetic 
teams from these institutions tdtmsd 
plenty of competition, and our boys 
are to be commended for the occa- 
sional victory and fine showing th^sy 
make against teams from ^ese in- 
(ContiauAd OA Bag* FMur.)

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Three good teachers were my el- 
ementary instructors. The first, 
thoug-h mechanical in her methods, 
promptly advanced to -better ' po- 
sition becatise she had full normal 
school training, 4iien much in demand. 
The second, a masteh teacher, had 
lost a much more important position 
because her . training was less com- 

. plotQ:> Her chagrin .prcanpted -her^Ao 
efforts which are now known to have 

^ been of the greatest advantage to her 
pupils, but which at the time were 
hardly appreciated. The third, both 
experienced and well trained, was 
criticised chiefly because she was 
willing to teac^ in her homd neigh- 
borhood. 

Schoolmates of mine in high school 
w;^e disappointed and their families 
niuch disturbed because they could 
not go to Normal School until they 
had completed a full four year high 
school Course. Parents were much dis- 
gruntled and the financial bugets 
seriously thrown out of balance by 
w4tat seemed to them a senseless in- 
novation. While engaged in college 
teaching in the middle west, first six, 
then nine, then twelvejweeks of sum- 
raiwr- school work ^ were required for 
the firs<» teaching certificate. Next 
a full year was required and more 
was recommended. Pennsylvania 
since 1920 has passed through all 
these advancing stages of prepared- 
nesB-^^nd efficiency. It has added the 
requirement of a college degree for 
a permanent certificate. Less is 
temporarily accepted for a temporary 
certificate only because of the de- 
pression. Arrangements are already 
in the making to require really ade- 
quate preparation ias the times still 
further improve. 

:Along with these great imprgye- 
ments there has lately developed a 
dangerous undermining of efficiency 
through preference of local teachers. 
Public education threatens almost to 
become a branch of unemployment 
relief. Sympathy for a few local 
adults has widely endangered the 
well being of the whole coming gen- 
eration. My personal memories are 
not only of Jocal^^riticism of a grade 
teacher who ventured to undertake 



teaching in her home neighborhood, 
but of a high school which now in 
better than 150 years of experience 
as academy and high school of pre- 
paring students for college has sel- 
dom, if ever, had a local principal 
and very few local teachers. 

In education as an industry, the 
sound p^cy is to sedc first and 
always efficient employees. Any 
artificially imposed requirements 
limits the field of choice and serious- 
ly undermines efficiency. A college 
restricting its faculty largely to 
alumni or to the members of a par- 
ticular religious denomination or to 
those with a certain f laaadMil and 
social standinof endanger its reputa- 
tion and its usefulness. Nepotism in 
-any, hns in e s s or gan iza tion ^ facrdoi y or 
expenses and decreases production. 
The Ford Motor Company, one of 
the greatest successes of our time 
and one of the most successful organ- 
izations in all human history is re- 
ported to pick its key men and its em- 
ployees generally not on the basis of 
training not on the basis of expe- 
rence, but on the basis of personality 
and ability, and to retain those v^o 
make good. 

In teaching we require preepared- 
ness and demand efficiency. What 
degree of specialized training will 
ultimately promote the highest ef- 
ficiency, now being tested and long 
has been tested in the crucible of 
human society, that great experiment 
of which all life is a^art. Ever rising 
requirments of preparation have on 
a whole increased efficiency. It is un- 
fortunate that recently other requir- 
ments, hostile to educational prog- 
ress, have entered so largely and so 
widely into the choice of educational 
personnel. Wherever human effort 
is needed, materials employed, or 
machinery uced, the first require- 
ment should be ability and adaptabil- 
ity for the task in hand. Any other 
principle of choice antagonizes the 
very purpose for which the choice is 
made, and is in itself anti-social, un- 
ethical and inefficient. To penny 
wise pound foolish favoritism and 
waste, many and perhaps most of the 
ills of human society in our time 
may be logically traced.

Alumni 
have groused about the absence of 
"college spirit^!" the lacklustre air . 
of extra-curricular activities, • the 
football team which played seven 
games last season and lost six of 
them. On -their- part, Rochester 
teachers have Complained that Roch- 
ester students tend to grind for 
marks, that a true national university 
should have in its college a diversi- 
fied, representative student body. 

Last week President Valentine 
prepared to spend some of Roches- 
ter's milliims for nndergraduatss 
with plenty of personality. He of- 
fered 120 students of "definite in- 
-tfill«stuaL.prQnaise'! a- . .$500- „ ^olar^- ^ 
ship apiece, enough to cover tuition 
and residence in the college dorm- 
itories. To manage his roimdup, 
President Valentine engaged Fred- 
erick Lawson Hovde, a fellow 
Rhodes Scholar, who will hold an 
appointment in the chemistry depart- 
ment, spend most of his time sound- 
ing preparatory school masters for 
material, interviewing scholarship 
candidates. 

Before Frederick Hovde goes to 
Rochester from his present post at 
the University of Minnesota in Sep- 
tember, President Valentine plans to 
supervise the selecton of ten men * 
five women, to be experimentrfly ad- 
mitted next term. 

^Ex^Hined President Valentine: 
"In their terms and objectives they 
be compared. . . with the Rhodes 
Scholarships. No scholarship exam- 
ination will be set . . . but the Con^ 
mittee may ask candidates to take 
certain aptitude tests. . . In additiw 
<;o intellectual abilities the Commit- 
tije . will demand qualities of high 
character, industry and maturity of 
purpose, . . . The Rochester Priae 
-Scholarships should enhance the cos- 
mopolitan character of the student 
body and its mature and effective 
student leadership." 

Wistfully echoed the College's 
Dean "William Ernest Weld: "We 
hope to get replies from distent 
places."

A 
recent survey of seven college li- 
braries presents this statement as 
part of its findings: "Women bor- 
row more than men, upperclassmen 
more than underclassmen, and good 
students more than .poor students". 
These differences persist even when 
circulation of books is 'divided into 
reserve book loans and free circula- 
wion loans. Anotiier pertinent state- 
ment from the same survey is as fol- 
lows: "Strong book collections and 
adequate library funds are associat- 
ed with wide Use of the library by 
;tudent groups." 

This did not happen at Mans|ield! 
A freshman asked confidentially at 
he library desk for "The Medicine 
Tcurnal " to which he said his class 
had been referred. Th^j class was 
one in American history7 and the 
blight library attendant g^iessed cor- 
rectly that it was Madison's'*Journal 
of the Constitutional -t, Convention" 
that was needed. 

Do students at Mansfield readily 
obtain at the library the material 
needed in their work? Eighty-sev- 
en students at Iowa State College 
■GCP-ntly repoi'ted that they were un^ 
able to do so. Here are the figures, 
with reasons:

(Editor's Note: An address giyen by Dr. Arttiar T. 
Belknap at a memorial vesper service in Straughn 
Hall, September 13, 1936.) 

Our concern is with the future. We must always 
"Let the past be past." We carry on, but we do not 
forget tonight or ever, the man who gave twenty-two 
years and more to the up-building of this school com- 
munity. This college is truly his memorial; this 
building his monument. No commemorative service 
is in mind for this evening. Such a service would be 
quite contrary to the taste and judgment . of one who 
cared little for the pomp and pagentry of life. We 
can, however, honor his memory and lend encourage- 
ment to ourselves and others by pausing a moment to 
review the service he rendered here. 

Dr. Straughn was the third child of a country 
preacher on* the Eastern Shore of Maryland and Vir- 
g i nia. Q i ijjo t h stdea i; f t he house his pepi>le were 
southern planters, dispossessed and impro^^shed by 
the war. His father was long an inv^id and died while 
his son was yet a young man. Dr. Straughn was in a 
real sense a self-made man. Precocious, exceptionally 
rapid in all his mental and physical reactions, he'^car- 
ried heavy responsibilities when yet only a youth. 
Froih tihe burden he nevor flinched. As boy so as man 
it ijeither curbed his sjrfrits or soured his disposition. 
He found time to be an athlete of-the^t rank with- 
out interfering with ^is studies or wfflf ha^^trAlT 
his life he carried on. 

^So handicapped a young man might easily have 
excused himself for neglecting the scholastic prepara- 
tion for the future. We all have known such. Dr. 
Straughn did not, and one of his great advantages as 
a public scliool maftHeaoie^^iise he, at the proper age, 
had darned on college and university study under the 
ablest teachers of his time. At Baltimore City Col- 
lege and at Johns Hopkins University his rank, in spite 
of the handicaps under which he worked, was equal to 
his ability. At the time he was in college John Hop- 
kins gave the highest grade of undergraduate instruc- 
tion known in the United States. Small classes of col- 
lege students were taua^t by world famous heads of 
departments. I remember menticoi of a class in Greek 
taught by BasU Gildersleeve in which Dr. Straughn 
was the only pupil. Basil Gildersleeve, perh^ not 
even a name to some of us, was one of the most famous, 
most inspiring, most exacting teachers of his or of 
ajiy generation. Some budding athletes, some ambi- 
tions scholars even, would have dodged such a course 
Nof so, m miSMlto. Wnm first to last great indus- 
try and great courage marked his entire career. 

In the univOTsity he was preparing for diplomacy, 
a field he never actually entered, but which always 
engaged his profound interest. Obliged to earn his 
way he worked first as reporter and later in an edi- 
torial capacty on great Baltimore papers. This brought 
him into contact wjth a famous group of newspaper 
men, some still active and known as among the most 
capable of our time. Fabian "Franklin, Henry Men- 
cken, Frank Kent, among others, thirty odd years ago, 
were earning the laurels they now wear. ' 

Familiar intercourse with Dr. Straughn showed 
constantly that his mind was that of a trained reporter 
and publicist. Some of the most interesting stories he 
ever told concerned his newspaper contacts with Josiah 
Royce, the famous philosopher, and Dr. Lorenz, the 




bloodless surgeon. His interview 
the American Admiral who brought 
to this country the bocTy'of the naval 
hero, John Paul Jones, was a marvel 
of diplomacy, courage and news in 
stinct He could always report with 
photographic accuri^cy, scenes, con 
versation, occurences, whether re- 
cent or remote. It was, of course a 
natural gift, but early cultivated and 
eagerly maintained, a gift may we 
say, of the greatest value to any 
teacher. It meant a conscience for 
truth which rose at times to great 
heights. As a young reporter his 
courage, his tact, his trustworthiness, 
his scientific accuracy earned him 
the respect and confidence of great 
bankers, statesmen, politicians, schol- 
ars and editors. Later in life it had 
a large share in giving him the 
unique and^owerful influence he ex- 
ercised in educ^^ in this common- 
wealth. . 

As a good teacher always should, 
Dr. Straughn uniformly associated 
himself *ftctivery with the life of the 
community in which he lived. His 
early activities here included much 
time spent on the development of a 
good roads program, ^ interest not 
at the time either understood or ap- 
preciated by many educati^s. Large- 
ly through his efforts^a small and re- 
mote town with antiquated and in- 
adequate railroad service became the 



center of three important auto routes, 
easy of access, known to every travel- 
ler and map reader, a suitable loca- 
tion for a strong college. When dis- 
aster was rapidly overtaking the 
banks of the entire ^ountry our locpil 
bank was obliged to i^eorganize. After 
banking hours in the afternoon a 
meeting was called for that evening. 
In a short time at that meeting, by 
the most remarkable display of skill 
and courage I have ever witnessed in 
any public gathering. Dr. Straughn 
personally secured from the citizens 
in attendance tbe capital necessary 
for the new organization which start- 
ed business the next morning. He be- 
came President of the new bank and 
so continued until his death. The 
present satisfactory financial condi- 
tion of the bank and consequently of 
the -community is due largely to Dr. 
Straughn's personal efforts at that 
time. A metropolitan newspaper 
man familiar all his life with this 
community said to me only last week, 
"It was interesting to see how Dr. 
■Straughn constantly built up this 
community and this country," and he 
added, "And kow few noticed It." 

Like any Vtsi teficHer, Dr. 
Straughn understood the close rela- 
tion between the work of the indivi- 
dual teacher and the larger educa- 
tional progz>Mn-ef ^e Stote. He did 
t^Klhiaed^eft Page Two.)

Upper class- 
men recall vividly his strong desire 
for good sportsmanship. "Playing 
the game," he said, "must always 
come before winning the ganie.^' 

And this was not the advice of a 
man of letters who knew nothing of 
setoal-^lpttplence in athletics. All his 
life^TTr. Straughn has taken a keen 
interest in sports. In football, dur- 
ing his college days, and later in the 
less rigorous tennis and golf, Dr. 
Straughn had genuine ability. From 
this experience he knew the tempta- 
tions of the athletic field and still 
mere the deep satisfaction that comes 
from playing game fairly. 

In speaking of him an editorial 
writer for, the Elmira Star-Gazette 
truthffifiystates: "The philosophy by 
which he ordered his life was one of 
fairness; fairness to his superiors in 
tbe college; fairness to the faculty; 
fairness to the students; f aimess« In 
fact, to everyone bttt hiniself." 

There is a traditiCHQ tiiMi to carry 
on; a tradition of good sportsman- 
ship — for that is fairness. And those 
who construe the word to apply only 
to attiletics are pitiable indeed. In 
the classroom, in business, and in our 
i^ial and professional dealings we 
must fulfil liis exortation and daily 
perpekiate his beneficient influence.

system in Pennsylvania. The duties 
of the ' State (Jouncil are iexacting 
und burdensome. This board is littie 
in the public eye, but many of Ln-. 
.^t?aughn'_s„most important contribu- 
tions to the welfare of the Northern 
iier and of the entire commonwealth 
were made as a member of the State 
\.>ouncil. When for example a con- 
solidated school building newly erecc- 
eU burned to the ground and the 
township was without school facili- 
Lies and without legal credit, money 
was secured through the St»te Coun- 
cil to replace it. When changes were 
made in the educational program ol 
the State the needs of the iNorthern 
rier and of simttar communities else- 
wheite.in the state were not overlook- 
the remarkable forward move- 
in education in this state in the 
past twenty years he had a large 
share of responsibility and of labor. 
No more valuable type of service can 
ever be rendered by a teacher. 

None of the present generation of 
students knew Dr. Straughn as a 
classroom teacher. It is their misfor- 
tune. He wanted to teach and al- 
most to the end hoped to reserve some 
time for teaching, but without suc- 
cess. His life was too crowded. It 
was his great regret that he missed 
the chance to know students person- 
ally, and they lost much because they 
could not know him more intimately. 
As a teacher, I am told, he was defi- 
nite in his requirements, concerned 
with results rather than processes, 
possessed of a remarkable fund of 
useful information of which he made 
ready use, clear in his discernment of 
individual differences and expert in 
adapting his work to, the needs of his 
classes. The only social justification 
for allowing such a man to give up 
the actual classroom instruction he 
so much loved, was that he could: with 
even greater facility undertake ad- 
ministrative and executive labors 




others could, never expect to perform. 

tew men you will ever know, cer- 
tainly very, few teachers ever looked 
so iar ahead in their work as did Dr. 
Straughn. Plans already well under 
way when I first knew him in 1920, 
he left only partially carried out but 
Still in active development at the ' 
present date. He had what is some- 
times called vision, but in no sense 
was he visionary. His chief concern 
was never wth the day's task wi^ich 
yet he neverL-nieglected, but with the 
next day, the next year, the next 
biennium, the next decade.. From this 
his work will live ^nd grow though 
he has passed on. <^ 

It should be a source of great satis^ 
faction not only to us all who know 
him, but equally to all interested in 
the education of youth in Pennsylr 
vania that we have shared in the re- 
wards of a great life. Time stays for 
no man, but a strong leader moulds 
the present and controls the futjire. 
To be a worthy leader is a worthy 
ambition. It is equally worth while 
to be led by one.

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Origin and Growth of U, S. Navy Band 



Tradition seeks to link military 
music with army life. Our soldiers 
always tiav'e depended on the martial 
strains of baifSs to jinspire and ani- 
mated pace and a vigorous swing. 
But how about our sailors? Havt 
thdr stirring lives at sea been led 
^thout the stimulus of music? 

The answers to these and othei 
questions have been given by Lieut 
Charles Benter, leader of the famous 
and beloved United States Navy 
Band, which will open the 1936- 
37 entertainment season of Mansfield 
State Teachers College at 8 p. m. thv^ 
Friday. 



While it is known definitely bands 
— or at least musicians — were on 
United suites ^nessels prior to 1826 
organization. In that year^ it is rec- 
orded, one seaman was promoted to 
the position of Bandmaster, and two 
x>ther8, to that of Musician. However, 
1858 marks the beginning of the first 
real service band recognized as such 
on the official Pay-Table of the Navy 
Registw. 

Gradually other bands were organ- 
ized, but mit until the outlnrealrof the 

very little is remembered about their 
World War were they recruited to 
strength and equipped with the best 



instruments obtainable. After the 
armistice the interest which hadflent^ 
this impetus b^an to dwindle and, 
had it not been for the foresight and' 
energy of Lieut. Benter and the sup- 
port of the navy department, might 
have beeome wholly dissipated. 

However, from the meager group 
of 18 men which was the United 
States Navy Band in 1919 there 
emerged in 1923 the sterling organi- 
zation of 63 crack musicians led by 
Lieut. Benter which played its way 

into the hearts of the nation and the 
world. The universal and unstintml 
praise it constantly is tendertd is 

proof of its musical prominence.

SHORTAGE OF VOCATIONAL 
MOME ECONOmCS TEACHERS 



A shortage of vocational home eco- 
nomies teachers in Pennsylvania was 
reiKcaled, and the assistance of Mans- 
State Teachera Otrtki^ so- 
licited by Henry Klonower, chief of 
the teacher division, department of 
public instruction, in a letter re- 
ceived here reecntly. 

According to the lettor, 20 ne;^ vo- 
cational home economics situations 
are to be approved by the department 
next year, and tl|ere are to be fur- 
ther developments in the field as ad- 
ditional funds become available. As 
a resvH, tiie limited number of per- 
sona properly qw^H^ to handle^is 
worOas fcome to light, and the help 
of Mansfeld has been sought, to make 
known the names of graduates in 
.home economics education at present 
unemployed and to acquaint students 
with the certain opportunities this 
course of study now, offers. 



Bright Outlook 
The Home Economics department 
for a number of years has had a 
higher placement of teachers than in 
any other field. 

With._the recent appropriation for 
Home E^eonoodcs education through- 
out the state it promues an even bet- 
ter outlook for teacher trainers in 
the field sinc^ it mf«ns added money 
for stMting new departments. This, 
in turn, will creat a demand for peo- 
ple to fill the vacancies. 

It ought to be, and is, gratifying to 
the present Senior Home Economics 
students to have such an apparent 
bright future ahead of them. We feel 
also that the large number of fresh- 
man girls ti^ining in this fi^d have 
chosen a wise andr >rofitable^vQ<a* 
tion.

Duke was bom in Washington, D. 
C, on the 29th of April, 1899. He 
was nimied Edward Kennedy Elling- 
ton. His early life is not much to 
speak of, except the fact that he had 
varied talents. He studied art very 
serjbaaly and on the aidav studied mu- 
si&. One night he was called put to 
substitute for another pianist and 
that was where he found himself. He 
then took up Qie study of harmony, 



but said that he couldn't find the 
hatmony course that in any way co- 
iisidbiiHl with his own ideas of har- 
mony. He joined a dance band und 
starved for about five years. 

Duke has been severely criticised 
for some of his works. His piano 
solo called "Monkeys" is based on a 
whole tone scale and he is accused of 
writing without an aim. He claimed 
that one day at the Zoo he heard all 
the funny noises that the 'donkeys 
made and that night he worked it out 
on the piano^ 

His better known "Mood Indigo" 
K,he story of a little girl who lived 
next door to him. He used to See her 
sitting in a bi^ armcha^ looking into 
space. One day he asked her what 
she was thinking about, or just how 
it felt to be in a mood. She said she 
couldn't tell him. About a month 
later he was fooling around with 
some chords ond struck , upon the main 
chords of Hood Indigo. Then came a 
rap at the door and there was the 
little girl. She said, "Mister Ed . . . 
that's the way I feel when I sit in the 
big arm chair tmd jmil look nowtoe." 
r~T)uke is proud of the facT^i^^^e 
is black and his chief ambition is to 
write a truly negro opera. He has 
more faith in ^e Bible tisamT any 
other book that was written. He 
once said "Every night before I go 
to bed, 'tight' or just so, I always 
read my Bible, 'cause I wanna an- 
swer a lot of things while I'm here, 
and not have to wait until I'm dead."

TO THE COLLEGE 



In an interview with Charles Dar- 
rin, publieii^ director of the /local 
college, he gave the writer some very 
interesting information about this 
worthwhile department. 

"Commercial organizations, from 
the point of view, of increasing their 
profits, thereby benefiting their 
personnel in particular and the pub- 
lic in general, long have realized the 
need for interpretation. The . state 
college or university is a social in- 
,stitution, not operated for profit, 
rjjlowever, despite this difference, the 
world also needs inter- 
pretation and consequently must em- 
ploy some of the methods utilized by 
the business worki to^ tills need.5' 

"There is a responsibility on the 
part of a state college or university 
for giving the public a fair and com- 
plete picture of its ideals, policies, 
and life, by reason of the fact the 
institution is one of public trust. A 
well planned and well ordered pub- 
licity program brings an institution 
which is progressing, the kind of 
support it needs and helps to main- 
tain a high level of efficiency. 

The responsibility for carrying 
out such a program'^rests primarily 
with the institutbn ii^f. Students, 
alunmi, newspapers and the radio 
by themselves, are inadequate. Thus 
the publicity man and his depart- 
ment take their places in the pic-" 
ture, ' commented Mr. Darrin. 

W^en the department was organ- 
ized in June 1934, its purposes were 
manifold. Some of these functions 
were never performed, but manyi 
have been. The principal work of 
the department is to collect, digest 
Md file pertincaKt lufttfiBiMett-oMt-^ 
cei ning the college and its personnel.

As far as possible, word of any 
student's aec(miplishments is made 
known to his home town ^newspapers.

The budget of the Mansfield Co- 
operative Govemn^t Association, 
recently posted and discussed with 
various student groups, represents 
the experienre of the past few years 
in meeting the financial needs of the 
.various student interests a^d organi- 
zations by a single activities fee in 
stead of by a multitude of dues and 
assements. Both income and outgo 
vary from semester to semester, so 
all figures are too tentative to be 
more ttian suggestivjfe. They repre- 
sent the largest service to the organ- 
ization concerned with the income 
availa ble.
